A dispatch from Washington says: 
J. Henry Goeke of Lima, Ohio, for- 


mer congressman, may be a candidate 
lor the democratic nomination for 
Lnited States senator from Ohio this 
coming vear, 


.Mr. Goeke is in Washington for a 


brief stay on legal business. He is 
professing no particular hankering 
to return to political life, but 
his 


friends here are informed that demo- 
crats in all sections of the state are 
sending him word urging him that 
he step into the senatorial fight to 
succeed Senator Warren G. Harding, 
v,hose term expires next year. He 
has come to no decision on the pos- 
sibility. 


With regard to Ohio politics, Mr. 


Goeke sees danger to 
democratic 


changes in the contesting candidacies 
for presidential ionors of Governor 
James M. Cox and Senator Atlee Pom- 
erene. He believes there should be 
an amicable adjustment to produce 
one Ohio candidate. 


One plank in tie Ohioan's senator- 


ial platform should he run, probably 
would be a contention for a state's 
right to determine for itself the al- 
coholic content of wine and beer, as 
Mr. Goeke believes that right exists. 


"Our 
republican 
friends," 
Mr. 


Goeke said here today, "are violat- 
ing that ancient saw about counting 
chickens ere they are hatched. They 
are visualizing a victory in 1920 that 
ma\ prove as illusive as that bag of 
gold at the end of the rainbow. 


"The democratic party can win and 


I think cannot fail to triumph nest 
vear if only it will declare itseK in 
favor of a very few essential policies. 
Opposition to government ownership 
of the railroads and all other pnb- 
lie utilities should be unequivocally 
declared: the transportation 
lines 


should be handed back to the owners 
without delay and legislation enacted 
that would allow their operation at a 
reasonable profit. 


"Relief measures should also be 


extended to the intemrban electric 
roads that are now scarcely able to 
keep going.
